STR EET COMMIS*! ONER- 
S H I P . 
To JU JSdltor: 
It may be that the people would elect a 
better Street Commissioner than the Com* 
mon Council woald appoint, as was sag* 
gested by the writer cf last Saturday's 
article, yet it that were true, which is by 
no means certain, there are some reasons 
why the Mayor and Council should have 
this appointment. 
Section one, chapter six, of oar charter 
provides that "the Council shall have full 
"control and power over and management 
"of all streets, alleys, 
lanes, and public 
"grounds in the city.” 
Also section forty, that "the Aldermen 
"of each ward shall faithfully apply and 
"expend all moneys * * * in procur- 
"Ubor and in the purchase of implements 
"end materials, deemed by them the most 
"beneficial for repairing streets and high­ 
w ays and lanes in their respective wards ” 
The surveying and gradmg and special 
assessments are now, and for years have 
been, under the control of the Council. 
Various provisions of tho charter, in­ 
cluding the oaths of office taken by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, make it one of the 
duties of the Council to keep the streets, 
culverts, &c., in good condition for general 
use. 
If then they are responsible for the 
manner in which this work is done, should 
they not have the appointment of the man 
who is to act for them ae the superintendent 
or overseer of the work ? 
It is idle to rail at Ute aldermen. Whetl • 
er good, bad or indifferent, they w ere 
chosen by our votes aud occupy their 
present positions and spend our money, by 
virtue of our expressed choice. 
They can repair, grade and survey our 
streets, and fix our ward funds under the 
general law of our city. Tnev make or 
withhold appropriations, allow or disallow 
bills aa they see fit. 
We growl and get indignant, at some of 
the unlawful acts of some of them, yet on 
election day we reelect them. 
It is morally certain, that we coaid have 
better streets at less expense, ii we had a 
good Commissioner lo uke tho charge of 
them, bat the GouncU, under the general 
provisions of Ute charter could deprive 
any commissioner whom the people should 
elect, of all power to accomplish any re­ 
form. Unless the general law is materially 
changed, the commissioner must be uuder 
the general direction of the Council, and 
this is as it should be. 
The Aldermen 
ought to know, 
and I believe they do 
know, what is needed In their respective 
wards, and they know how much money 
the tax payers desire to raise, and it is 
their duty to act tor their constituent?. 
Our present defect is simply this. We 
do not bring to this important work of J 
road and street making, any experience or j 
system—one Alderman, employs his friend 
and his friend’s team, to work on some 
street in ho ward. 
The friend is anxious 
to get a large 
city order for a Email 
amount of work, to make the job last as 
long as possible. The Aldermen aru con - 
tinuaily 
bored, 
by 
some 
of 
their 
constituents for jobse "You give such a 
man a job, and now you must give mu 
one; I voted for you aud induced others to 
vote for you.” The men and teams arc 
put on to the streets; nobody but the em- 
ploye, keeps any account of time or ser­ 
vice. A team twenty years old, and be­ 
sides bciog lame and halt, gets just as 
much for working seven hoers, as a Quo 
strong team for hauling big loads for ten 
hours. A street that is traveled by light 
wagons only, aud but very little*, will bu 
repaired more than it needs ; while a main 
thoroughfare will remain tor years in a 
wretched condition. But little regard is 
paid to the materials used; tools and im­ 
plements are stolen and lost, and no one is 
responsible for it. Modest citizens, for the 
want

streets, 
while 
the 
bolder 
ones 
get 
the

ani so we go and have gone for the last 12 
years. Our system is far more to blame 
than are the aldermen and I believe a 
majority of them would prefer a change 
from the present method. Under t ho pro­ 
posed amendment, the aldermen would, at 
the beginning of each year, have from the 
commissioner, a written report ot what 
work 
is 
to 
be 
done 
upon 
the 
streets, 
bridges, 
culverts, 
Ac. They would amend, revise, or add, 
to the suggestion so made, and then direct 
their commissioner to carry out lo detail, 
the general plan. 
If he should bo elected, instead of ap­ 
pointed, the responsibility would be divid­ 
ed, a result which should be avoided. We 
have for fifteen years trusted the Mayor 
and Council to do this street work, why 
not now permit them to choose a man to 
assist them in one of its most unpleasant 
duties. If they select their own mao, it 
would tend to harmonize their action— 
while if he is not their appointee they will 
not so readily accept him or hi3 work. Let 
us give this plan a trial for a few years, 
•od if it does 
not succeed 
it 
can be 
changed. 
With over abundant material, we ought 
in ten yuan at a moderate expense have 
better streets than are found in any city in 
the State.
